Gentlemen, 

The  year  1945,  largely  due  to  the  relative  absence  of 
epidemic  respiratory  disease,  was  favourable  from  the  point 
of  view  of  health.  Infant  mortality  at  36  per  1,000  live  births 
was  low  though  a  rate  of  half  this  size  could  be  achieved, 
mortality  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  was  en¬ 
tirely  absent  and  one  maternal  death  occurred. 

As  is  well  known,  of  course,  the  chief  need  in  Royton 
as  elsewhere  at  the  present  time  is  the  provision  of  houses 
designed  and  equipped  in  accordance  with  modern  needs. 
An  adequate  and  continuous  hot  water  supply,  reasonable 
and  readily  available  methods  of  room  warming  and  efficient 
kitchen  equipment  that  will  relieve  instead  of  adding  to  the 
burden  of  the  housewife  and  mother  are  necessities  of  life 
to-day  if  we  are  to  achieve  that  standard  of  health  which 
is  the  natural  birthright  of  all. 

During  the  year,  by  virtue  of  the  prevailing  circum¬ 
stances,  many  routine  problems  of  all  types  have  fallen  to 
the  lot  of  your  sanitary  inspector  and  I  readily  acknowledge 
his  cheerful  shouldering  of  all  that  has  come  his  way,  and 
his  willingness  and  desire  to  work  for  the  common  good.

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Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  Disease. 

Scarlet  Fever,  which  has  shown  increased  prevalence 
in  S.  E.  Lancashire  in  recent  years,  is  again  on  the  decline, 
and  in  1945  the  number  of  cases  notified  was  less  than  half 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  disease  continued  to  be  mild 
in  character  and  no  death  occurred. 

Measles  was  prevalent  during  part  of  the  year,  approx¬ 
imately  70%  of  the  cases  being  under  the  age  of  five  years. 
No  death  from  the  disease  occurred. 


Only  two  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred,  both  of  which 
recovered  under  treatment.  Immunisation  against  the  disease 
continued  to  be  advocated  vigorously  and  200  children  com¬ 
pleted  inoculation  under  the  authority’s  scheme  during  the 
year.  It  is  estimated  that  at  the  end  of  1945  43%  of  children 
under  five  years  and  58%  of  children  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  14  years  were  artificially  protected  against  diphtheria.

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SECTION  1. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(1)  Water  Supply. 

The  piped  water  supply  of  the  Oldham  County  Borough 
Council  covers  the  greater  part  of  the  district*  of  Royton. 
This  piped  supply  is  subject  to  chlorination. 

Two  samples  taken  from  this  supply  for  bacteriological 
and  chemical  examination  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  was  no  important  extension  of  sewerage  during 
the  year. 

(3)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

Regular  inspections  were  made  and  cleansing  carried 

out  as  required. 

(4)  Sanitary  Accommodation. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  sanitary  accom¬ 
modation  in  the  district  at  the  end  of  1945.

(5)  Public  Cleansing. 

The  method  of  disposal  continued  to  be  that  known  as 
the  biological  or  controlled  system  of  tipping. 

Controlled  tipping  continues  in  Royton  Park  to  serve 
the  double  purpose  of  refuse  disposal  and  of  levelling  up 
the  playground. 

Collecting  motor  vehicles  numbered  two  full-time  and 
one  part-time. 

The  number  of  loads  collected  per  week  averaged  54 
weighing  approximately  40  tons  12  ewts>,  giving  a  total  figure 
for  the  year  ended  Dec.  31st,  1945,  of*  4,711  tons  collected. 
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A  stock  of  dustbins  is  kept  in  the  Town's  Yard  for 
sale  to  owners  fishing  to  purchase.  These  facilities  proved 
very  useful  on  account  of  the  short  supply  of  bins  generally. 

(6)  Sanitary  Inspections  during  1945  (including  Housing). 

During  the  course  of  the  year  the  following  nuisances 
or  defects  which  were  reported  upon  month  by  month  to 
the  Health  Committee  were  dealt  with.  Out  of  a  total  of 
451  nuisances  listed  in  the  Inspector’s  Journal,  385  were 
remedied  in  a  satisfactory  manner  within  the  year.

To  secure  the  remedy  of  these  defects,  168  informal 
notices  and  11  statutory  notices  were  served  upon  owners 
or  agents  in  addition  to  numerous  interviews. 


(7)  Shops  and  Offices. 

No  action  was  taken  during  1945  to  enforce  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  relating  to  the  ventilation  and 
temperature  of  shops,  etc.,  and,  to  sanitary  conveniences. 

Likewise,  no  action  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
was  taken  relating  to  conditions  in  Offices,  i.e.,  ventilation, 
sanitary  conveniences,  etc. 
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(8)  Camping  Sites  (other  than  Military). 

No  sites  were  used  for  this  purpose  for  any  extended 
period,  making  the  issue  of  licences  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  unnecessary. 

(9)  Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year. 

(10)  Swimming  Baths. 

The  public  swimming  baths  in  the  centre  of  the  district 
continued  to  be  well  patronised.  The  filtered  and  chlorinated 
water  was  tested  at  frequent  intervals  for  the  determination 
of  residual  chlorine. 

(11)  Eradication  of  Vermin. 

Advice  was  given  to  tenants.  During  the  year  19 
verminous  premises  were  disinfested  at  the  owners’  expense. 

(12)  Rodent  Control. 

A  systematic  double  treatment  of  all  the  sewers  in 
the  district  involving  the  baiting  and  poisoning  of  over  500 
man-holes  was  carried  out  under  the  Infestation  Order,  1943, 
and  good  results  were  obtained. 

Action  was  taken  to  deal  with  infestations  at  various 
premises. 

(13)  Schools. 

These  were  visited  and  reports  on  matters  relating 
to  insanitary  conditions  were  passed  to  the  appropriate 
authority  for  attention. 

(14)  Offensive  Trades. 

None  of  these  specified  trades  exist  in  the  area. 

(15)  Factories  Act,  1937. 

(a)  Factories  (including  factory  bakehouses). 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  factories  in  the 
district  was  111.  Of  this  number  90  were  factories  with 
mechanical  power,  and  21  were  factories  without  mechanical 
power. 

Twenty-five  inspections  were  made. 
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(b)  Bakehouse  Provisions. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  bakehouses  in  the  district 
numbered  40.  Of  this  number  27  were  entered  in  the  register 
under  factory  bakehouses.  47  visits  were  made.  They  were 
generally  well  kept  and  complied  with  special  provisions  of 
the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  Secs.  156  and  157, 
relating  to  bakehouses  which  are  incorporated  in  the  Factories 
Act,  1937. 

One  basement  bakehouse  in  use  in  the  district  is  subject 
to  license  by  the  Urban  District  Council  and  to  review  each 
successive  fifth  year. 

(16)  Common  Lodging-Houses. 

The  common  lodging-house  received  regular  visits  and 
was  kept  in  a  fair  state  of  repair.

(2)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

During  the  year  122  visits  were  made  to  butchers’ 
shops,  bakehouses,  and  other  food  premises. 

Ten  slaughterhouses  were  licensed,  but  the  slaughtering 
of  animals  for  consumption  in  Royton  continued  to  be  con¬ 
trolled  and  executed  at  Oldham.  Slaughtering  in  local 
slaughterhouses  ceased  on  14th  January,  1940. 
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A  total  weight  of  3  tons  16  cwts.  2  qrs.  17  lbs.  of  meat 
and  other  foodstuffs  were  condemned  during  the  year.  This 
figure  does  not  include  the  work  of  inspection  at  Government 
Buffer  Depots,  details  of  which  are  not  included  in  this  report. 

No  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 

No  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified. 


(3)  Adulteration,  etc. 

The  County  Sanitary  Officer  reported  that  10  samples 
of  milk  and  10  samples  of  other  foodstuffs  were  taken  in 
this  area  during  the  year,  all  of  them  proving  satisfactory. 

Sampling  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  carried 
out  by  Officers  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  with  my 
active  co-operation  and  assistance. 
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
